--- Present Exorbitant Prices of Paper Would Make an 
Alaskan Paper Mill as Good as a License to Rob Banks. 


al furests. ‘The reconnaissance to 
date is admittedly incomplet we 
do not.know exactly how rich We 
are in timber-—but on the basis of 
what has been done, it 18 estimat- 
ed that the Alaskan torests would 
yield 700,000,900 feet of timber 
annually on the basis of increase 
alone——that is, without decreasing 
the foreSt appreciably at nrst, and 
nat at all atter the first vear. In 
other terms itis estimated that at- 
ter Supplying the local demands 
for saw timber, Paper mills with a 
capacity of three thousand tons 
per day—and three thausand tong 
is six million pounds—could be ted 
from the natural yearly increase 
without depleting the real supply. 
And that isa good deal of paper 
when you stop to consider at. 

The natural query is, since Ak 
aska offers such allractive field for 
a paper null, why aren’t there any 
here? Capital usually doesn't 
wait to be asked three times before 
seizing a chance to earn good int- 
}erest on investment. 
| Southeastern Alaska is not pro- 
ducing paper for seVeral reasons. 
In the first place Alaska is consid- 
ered pretty remote. Transportation 
is just beginning to be put ona 
reliable, efficient basis: it is only 
very recently chat the extent and 
value af Alaskan foreSts has been 
realizea. Under normal conditions 
before the war, the result of for- 
eign competition, high freights 
and the prevailing price of paper 
| Was suth thatAlaska aga paper 
produces was op tho wro cite of 
the cost.line, But conditions are 
changing rapidly. 

For the moment, of course, a 
pulp mill in Maska would be as 
good as a license -to rob banks. 
With a guarantee of Continuance 
af present conditions, Capital would 
run to Alaska to build pulp mills. 
What obviously deters 1s the fear 
that after the war prices will drop 
until the Alaskan investment would 
prove unprofitable, 

But things may not be just the 
same after the war as they Were 
before. Even if the price goes al! 
the way back te the former level, 
there is the increasing efficiency ot 
steamer service to Nlaska to be 
considered, which promises that 
Southeastern Alasha can compete 
with Norway under any conditions. 
Then too if the Oriental market for 
paper deVelapes, as it is expected 
to develop, Alaska is the best anë 
Nearest pkice fer the Orient te 
draw its pulp trom. When China 
uses one-tenth as much paper per 
capita asthe average European 
country, she will he calling for 
more then a million tons a year,

Chemica! Action Has More to Do With 
it Than Has Abrasion. 

In the latest repost ef the British 
mint Sir Thomas K. Rose, a well 
known metallurgical expert, calls at- 
tention to the effect of grease derived 
trom ithe eweat.af the fiugers.or from 
ether sources in accelerating:the wear 
of coins, which is usualiy attributed 

| entirely to abrasion. 

Sir Thomas says that the fatty acids 
af the grease have a corrosive action 
upon the metal Copper iin particular, 

| even tf present only in small quantity 
as an alloy for gold or silver, ds eer- 
verted into an oleate, stearate.or other 
salt. 

Hangen fmit ef the Utrecht mint 

| found iby analysis that the dirt on a 
| bronze coin containeù 30 per cent of 
opper in the ferm of powdered com- 
pounds of the fatty acids. When the 
[coin is handled ‘the dirt isin part de- 
| tached, and the coin undergoes a loss 
| .of weight. | 

Gold or silver ds not readily convert- 

| -e@ into salts, but removing the copper 
leaves the less easily attacked metals 
‘tim a spongy form that offers ‘little re- 
sistance to abrasion. 

In new coins the rapid loss of wetght 
thet.occurs is doubtless caused at first 
by abrasion, but when the rough edges 

| have ‘been removed chemical action 

| may prove to ‘be of the first Impor- 
tance in the succeeding deterioration.
